s darkness fell on Steele Indian 
School Park on Sunday, hun- 
dreds of people gathered to 
watch the giant metal lotuses 
on the lake bloom with flames. The flow- 
ers, which appeared to float innocuously 
on the water all day, were rigged to shoot 
fire several feet on the hour after sunset in 
sync with songs such as Rage Against the 
Machine’s “Bulls on Parade” and Prince’s 
“Purple Rain.” 

Katy Strascina, executive director of 
Denver’s special events office, was among 
the crowd, taking in the mesmerizing dis- 
play. 

“Those were so cool,” said Strascina, 
who stuck around to watch how the pyro- 
technic installations were removed from 
the lake. “It gave me some excitement for 
what they are going to come up with in 
Denver.” 

This was part of the reason Strascina 
was at the inaugural Lost Lake music festi- 
val, the latest offering from festival pro- 
ducer Superfly. In July, Superfly inked a 
contract with the city of Denver to throw 
its next large-scale event on Overland 
Park Golf Course in the Ruby Hill neigh- 
borhood.

The new plan bumps 
the original figure up 
from 26 to 39 by 2021.

Denver International Airport 
has been racking up new flight 
routes and new airlines, and a 
spokeswoman says that demand 
is behind a decision to expand a 
long-planned gate addition by 50 
percent. 

DIA now plans to add 39 gates 
by 2021 across all three of its con- 
courses under newly released 
contract documents, up from 26 
gates that had been planned as of 
early August. Spokeswoman Stac- 
ey Stegman confirmed the change 
to The Denver Post. 

Those additions add up to a 
maximum $1.5 billion project cost 
— making the gate expansion a 
mega-project in line with the $1.8 
billion public-private partnership 
contract the city approved in mid- 
August for an overhaul of the ter- 
minal. 

That controversial terminal 
deal — with Ferrovial Airports, 
the lead private partner — includ- 
ed a major four-year, $650 million 
renovation of the terminal to be 
overseen by Centennial-based 
Saunders Construction. It in- 
cludes the relocation of security 
screening to the upper level. Fer- 
rovial then will privately manage 
expanded concession spaces in 
that building for three decades.
